3. FILBINGER, IN STATESMAN FASHION AND WITH THE VIGOR OF 
CONVICTION, EMPHASIZED THE ESSENTIAL DECISION BEFORE THE GERMAN 
PEOPLE: TO MOVE TOWARD NEUTRALITY OR TO CLING TO THE ALLIANCE 
IN BROADENED AND REGENERATED FORM. COMING DOWN SQUARELY FOR
